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Thousands Pass Through Winnipeg In

Winnipeg, May 3.—During the next 
two days approximately 1000 settlers 
for Western Canada will pass through 
Winnipeg. To-night 425 passengers 
from the steamships Montcalm and 
Empress of Scotland will arrive here 
by special trains. Thursday evening 
182 settlers, also from the Montcalm, 
will arrive, of which 49 are for Mani- 
toba; 41 for Saskatchewan; 18 for 
Alberta and 74 for British Columbia.

Russian Famine Re-

Some American statements about 
the peak of the acute famine period 
being passed seem liable to be mis- 
understood in Canada. The American 
relief organization, supported by the 
financial resources of the nation to the 
extent of $20,000,000, is undoubtedly 
helping to save the situation. But it 
should be clearly understood that some 
of the worst provinces are still being 
cared for by British funds, including 
Canada’s growing contribution 
through the Canadian Committee of 
the Save the Children Fund. 


American corn is being shipped into 
all the famine-stricken provinces. 
Temporarily, to allow the American 
shipments all possible facilities for 
inland transportation, the British re- 
lief organizations—the Save the Chil- 
dren Fund and the Society of Friends 
—have waived their claim on Russian 
railway service. It is especially ur- 
gent that seed should be distributed 
within the next few weeks to stem 
off another famine next autumn. But, 
when the immediate rush of American 
supplies_is_over,-the— British — relief 
workers will still have to continue op- 
erating food kitchens, especially to 
feed the children, until the end of 
August. 


Sir Benjamin Robertson, the British, 
authority on Indian famine relief, af- 
ter visiting Russia in January and 
February of this year, with the appro- 
val of the British government, antici- 
pated the present claims about the 
peak of the famine period being over-

A balanced ration is necessary for 
the children, When they are brought 
in to the rescue stations, they seem to 
be in such a condition physically that 
the greatest care has to be taken in 
feeding them. They need something 
more than corn. The consignments of 
food from Canada, in accordance with 
the system established by the Save the 
Chilldren Fund, allow the children to 
be given one nourishing meal a day, 
consisting possibly of cocoa, bread 
and bean soup, varied with milk and 
rice. Under the efficient British ad- 
ministration, the cost of feeding a 
child is only 25 cents a week, including 
all overhead charges. Four dollars is 
sufficient to feed one child till the mid- 
dle of August; and Sir George Burn, 
the venerable treasurer of the Cana- 
dian Committee is gladdened by the 
arrival, in almost every mail, of sub- 
stantial contributions to the fund.

Mr. Hisenhaur also spoke of the re- 
sults of irrigation on the Raymond de- 
monstration farm and other places 
where he had had experience. He em- 
phasized particularly the necessity of 
reducing one’s holdings to an amownt 
not in excess of 160 acres, and he gave 
many examples of men with half sec- 
tions of land who are barely clearing 
their expenses while others on smaller 
areas have profits up to $1,500 per 
year, in stock raising, alfalfa, potato 
growing, etc. He also stated that there 
need be no fear of the menace of Rus- 
sian thistles on irrigated land and said 
under a proper crop rotation system 
there is not a weed common to south- 
ern Alberta but may be controlled. 

Cut Worms.—While cut worms may 
not be entirely controlled by moisture 
in the soil yet the injuty done by these 
pests is very much less for the reason 
that the cut worms wii! not stay in 
damp soil if they can find dry soil in 
which to live.. Furthermore, their ac- 
tivities in wet soil are very much slow- 
er and the growth of vegetation is 
such that the injury to the crop is less 
noticeable, 

Grasshoppers.—The injury from 
grasshoppers is also less for the rea- 
son that the grasshopper will not de- 
posit its eggs in damp soil. Injury 
from this source is also less because 
the growth is more rapid. He pointed 
out that it is to be expected in irrigat- 
ed districts the same as in dry areas 
that there are thrifty and thriftless 
men to be found and the statistics 
given for any district are taken as the 
average of all, therefore, by proper 
methods, the possibilities are greater 
than are indicated by the figures thot 
are given. 

Another of irrigation 
which cannot be estimated in dollars 
and cents is the home making qualities 
found among the people in the irriga- 
tion districts. There are trees, lawns, 
shrubs and small fruits which are in- 
possible on the dry prairies. This per 
manency among the people is what is 
required, rather than the transient 
coming and going with no thought of 
anything but the pecuniary phase of 
the situation, with the intention of 
leaving the country as soon as this is 
accomplished.

There are several reasons why this 
is false economy. The first one is 
that dollar for dollar, the greater part 
}of the merchandise sold by the mail 
{order houses is of less value than 
) that sold by the retail merchants of 
the smaller communities. The mail 
order business, as a whole, is built 
|upon cheapness. In order to attract 
customers the catalogue houses must 
sell goods cheaply, and in order to 
do that they must sell cheap goods. 
|Their business is built up on price 
land not on quality. The retail hard 
ware dealer, like retail dealers in 
other lines, probably can match the 
prices of the mail order houses. He 
probably has a $9 stove which he can 
sell to the man who wants to get a 
stove for $9. The trouble is that the 
man who buys from the mail order 
house does not distinguish between 
price and quality. 


Thinks He Is Economizing. 


The man who wants the $9 stove 
from the mail order house probably 


would not buy a $9 stove from his 


local merchant, for in the latter case 
he would see just what he was buying, 
and might realize that the $9 stove 
would not meet his needs. He orders 
a $9 stove from the mail order house, 
however, just because the price 
$9 and not because he has any assur- 
ance that the stove will meet his 
needs. He thinks he is saving a dol- 
lar or two by buying this stove instead 
of paying $10 or $11 to the home mer- 
chant fox one that he has seen and 
knows will give him satisfaction. The 
chances are that when the stove ar- 
rives and he has used it for ‘a short 
time he will realize that he has prac- 
tised false economy—that it 
have been more economical in the end 
for him to pay a dollar or two more to

The patron of the mail order house, 
also, often fails to take the matter of 
transportation charges into considera- 
tion when making his purchases. He

Buying merchandise of poor quality 
because the price is low is often false 
economy when the purchase is made 
at the home stores but it is doubly so

When buy 
ing at reasonably 
sure of the article purchased at a low 
price, while there is no such assurance 
when it is bought by mail on the “sight 
unseen” plan.

Idea Is Exploded. 


The idea that the mail order houses 
sell the same quality of goods at lower 
prices than the home merchants is 
quickly exploded when one learns of 
the large profits that are made by the 
majority of the mail order houses and 
the large selling expense to which 
they are subjected. The large mail 
order houses spend hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars annually for advertis- 
ing and the selling expenses of the 
smaller concerns are proportionately 
as large. Their other expenses, such 
as rent, taxes and labor, are also high 
er than those of the retail merchants, 
in proportion to the business which 
lthey do. In spite of these heavy ex- 
}penses, the mail order houses distri- 
bute millions of dollars in dividends 
jamong their shareholders, In one 
large mail order concern the profits of 
the stockholders, in cash and cash divi- 
|dends, have aggregated as much as 
1,000 per cent on the capital invested 
in the short period of nine years, 
| This does not indicate that the mail 
order houses are in business for their 
health and are giving away merchan- 
dise to their customers. 
| The mail order houses have capital 
lized the desire to economize that is 
inherent in almost everyone.

HIGHER PRICES FOR STAPLES, 


A straw that, along with many other 
shows, how the economic wind 
blows, is the sudden advance in vari- 
ous woolens made by the leading Uni- 
ted States company. It added from 10 
to 40 cents a yard on a considerable 
list, and more increases are foreshad 
especially on worsteds. The 
steel and iron, and of 
many other basic commodities to re- 
cover some of the loss of last year is 
very prominent. Even rubber, sunk 
in the slough of despond, with a float- 
ing surplus, equal to a year’s consump 
tion, is recovering. 

The endsis clearly at hand of the de- 
flation of commoditiy prices at 
for a time, Most economists 
recoveries, then more declines. But 
predicted the shake out of 1921 was 
drastic, and for at least a year seems 
to have laid the basis of moderate 
firmness. The building up of orders 
in steel and textiles demonstrates 
that confidence in a stabilized future 
has returned. Nothing in the way of 
boom markets commercially need be 
hoped, for until agriculture shares in 
the revival after the next crop a large 
part of business is merely constructive 
anticipation of that revival. One rea- 
son why United States prices are firm- 
ing up is the prospect of the new tariff 
bibll passing congress, and bringing 
into effect the stiffest protection the 
country has known. The Senate bill 
carries authorization to the President 
to add 50 per cent. to the duties on any 
class or groups of commodities whose 
importation is hurting American in- 
dustry, and also provides for valuation 
of these on the American price basis, 
thus increasing indirectly the actua! 
protection. The United States has an 
industrial plant twice as big as the 
country requires, for normal pur- 
poses, and the utilization of this plant 
is one of the objects of the big indus 
trial interests. 

Advancing markets nearly 
bring in business that otherwise hangs 
off. Business piles in on the busy 
man. If commodity prices as a whole 
follow the trend indicated by the stock 
market, the latter part of this year 
will see a sharp rally. Railway ton- 
nages and earnings are improving, and 
agriculture alone awaits better times. 
Before the war, the U. S. and Canada 
did relatively little foreign trade. 
Our foreign trade is down by about 
one-half, from the war peak, but if im- 
migration began to make itself felt in 
settlement, and new construction, Can- 
ada should pull up on the new road to 
prosperity faster than any other coun- 
try.—Toronto Mail and Empire.

Results of An Investigation of Milling 
By-Products, 


Many demands having been made 
upon the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa by the live stock organiza- 
tions of the country for feeds of a 
more uniform and higher standard, as 
well as of greater suitability, 
ly for the feeding of young stock, in- 
quiry was uudertaken by the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture to de 
termine the quality and composition of 
the milling by-products of wheat-bran, 
shorts, middlings, and feed flour, now 
on the Canadian market, The results 
were to be used, first, in ascertaining 
how far the present standards for 
these feeding stuffs, in respect to per- 
centages of protein, fat and fibre, as 
set forth in the regulations of the 
Feeding Stuffs Act, are to-day strict- 
ly applicable, and, second, in deter- 
mining the cause or causes of the com- 
plaints constantly being received from 
farmers and raisers respecting 
the unsuitability of much of the pre- 
sent day shorts and middlings. A 
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situation has arisen regarding 
these feeds, more particularly as af- 
fecting young pigs and other imma- 
ture stock. Not only have the shorts 
proved unpalatable and been refused 
by the animals to the point of star- 
vation, but fataltes have been caused. 
The results of the inquiry and the re- | 
commendations based thereon are set | 
forth in full in a Bulletin entitled | 
“Bran, Shorts, Middlings, and Feed | 
Flour, (new series) just issued by the} 
Dominion Experimental farms branch. |

He was sent to Russia by 
a relief committee of which Lord Em- 
mott is chairman and spent most of | 
the month of January in the famine 
district. Upon his return to London) 
he was interviewed at length by The! 
Times, and from this interview we | 
quote these passages: | 


tral 


“Can you tell me something of the 
relief organizations?” “The Amcri- 
can Relief administration are doing 
work for which I have the highest ad- 
miration, They are feeding approxi- 
mately 2,000,000 children over the 
whole famine area in Russia, and the | 
United States government has recent- 
ly given $20,000,000 for the purchase 
of maize for providing food for the 
adults. That will probably bring in 
350,000 tons of stuff. The British or- 
ganizations are the Save the Children 
fund and the Friends, The former is! 
woking at Saratov and the latter at| 
Buzuluk in the Samara province, The! 
Save the Children fund is feeding 250.- 
000 children and the Friends 70,000 
children and 30,000 adults. I careful- 
ly examined both organizations, and 
found the work being most economic- 
ally and efficiently run, 


“The problem in Russia is that! 
hitherto only the children have been 
fed, while the adults have been left to 
die except for their relief by the Soviet | 
government, The Americans have re-! 
alized this, and are now importing 
maize for the purpose of feeding the | 
adults. I would especially urge that 
British relief should now concentrate | 
on similarly providing relief for ad- 
ults in the two areas where British or- 
ganizations are working. These two 
areas contain over 1,000,000 adults, all 
of whom are in need of food. 


“It will depend entirely on the suc- 
cess of the spring sowing and_ the 
character of the season, however, whe- 
ther the famine will be over then. By 
feeding as many as possible of these | 
people up to the harvest we may do 
an immense amount of good, but on | 
no account ought we to start feeding | 
a person until we can gurantee that we 
can carry him on until the end. We 
should only take on as many bani 
}as we can carry on till August 31. 
|Any programme of feeding must,| 
therefore, be limited by that factor. }

Court Notes 


The case of Irwin versus Lyons 
tried by his Honor Judge MacDonaid, 
at Nanton on the 5th April has been 
disposed of. At the trial it will be 
remembered judgment was reserved. 
However on the 29th, formal judgment 
was handed down by the trial judge in 
the Plaintiff’s favor. 

In the judgment, the judge held that 
the Defendent Lyons did not take rea 
sonable care to acquaint himself with 
the facts as reported in the first in 
stance and did not make any search 
after the 17th of June when the Plein 
tiff told him that all of the articles 
were on the Miner farm when he Icft. 
This the Judge held to be wrong and 
held that he should have searched 
after Erwin tol! him where the goods 
were on the 17th of June, 1921. But, 
instead, he, although at the Minei 
farm a short time after did not get 
out of his car but continued to prose- 
cute, 

The judgment also finds that the 
Defendant did not believe the truth of 
the charge. The evidence showed 
that Miner had given a bridle to the 
Plaintiff's daughter and that the Def- 
endant knew it and had given the same 


person the lines for the bridle. Yet 
the defendant had sworn that the 
Plaintiff had stolen the article. This 


was held to prove malice in fact.

In view of the recent rulings in ac- 
tions for malicigus prosecutions this

EGG LAYING RECORDS. 


Gratifying Results from the Poultry 
Record of Performance Es- 
tablished in 1919. 

The Old People’s Home at Vancou- 
ver, B.C., goes in heavily for poultry 
keeping,-as is proven by the fact that 
report No. 2 of the Record of Perfor- 
mance in egg-laying, conducted by 
the Poultry Division of the Dominion 
Live Stock Branch, shows a list of 124 
Leghorns at that institution to which 
certificates were awarded for laying 
150 eggs and upwards in 52. consecu- 
tive weeks, and 15 to which advanced 
certificates were granted for lay 
upwards of 225 eggs in the same per- 
iod, the highest being 297 and the se- 
cond 274, both constituting records in 
the Province for Leghorns. A private 
breeder at Victoria, B.C., can claim the 
record of production for White Wyan- 
dottes, two producing 274 eggs h 
and one 284 in the specified time. 
Taking the records by provinces Brit- 
ish Columbbia comes first with 96 ad 
vanced Leghorns averaging 
per bird, 42 Wyan-lottes 
242.17 per bird and 25 Plymouth 
averaging 241,17 pr bird; O 
second with 44 advanced Leghar 
eraging 245 eggs per bird, 27 
mouth 
Wyandottes averaging 233.12 per bird, 
and Quebec third with 10 advanced 
Plymouth Rocks averaging 235.2 eggs 
per bird, and 6 Rhode Island Island 
Red 235.3 per bird. The 
Poultry Division started keeping the 
records in 1919, when 67 breeders en 
tered 4,436 birds, which numbers in 
creased in 1920 to 81 breeders and 7, 
511 birds. The report that
